beverages, are outlawed in the Ipgal 
manufacture of home-made wines, ac- 
cording to a decision 'of the" commis- 
sioner of internal revenue received by 
.fes'se W. Clarke, collector. 


The ruling 'simply states that dried 


fruits may not be used legally in the 
home manufacture of so-called fruit 
juices, which are permitted under the 
Volstead act providing the wouldrbe 
wiriemaker obtains 
authority 
from 


the collector of internal revenue. 


There are 1,770 hea'ds of families 


in this revenue 
district, who 
have! 


taken advantage of the provision of 
the law permitting the home manu- 
facture of fruit juices, regardless of 
the alcoholic content, to the extent 
of 200 gallons a year on which no tax 
Is to be paid. 
From what revenue 


officials can'learn, home wine manu- 
facturers have been led by temptation 
and have been known to add dried 
fruits, principally raisins, to increase 
the alcoholic content of the beverages.

1790, a humanitarian. Doctor Guillo- 
tln, procured the Issuance of a decree 
that a criminal should be decapitated 
by a simple machine with a knife, 
"which should fall like the thunder." 
Actually, Guillotin, who was a profes- 
sor of anatomy in the Paris School of 
Medicine, had nothing to do with the 
construction of the sinister machine, 
and he died of chagrin because his 
name was given .to It.

German 
harpsichord 
maker 


named Schmidt built the first guillo- 
tine under the direction of Doctor 
Louis, secretary of the Academy of 
Surgery. Louis XVI, who prided him- 
self on his skill as a locksmith and 
his knowledge of mechanics. Is said 
to have advised the adoption of the tri- 
angular form of knife Instead of the 
scythe-shape of the original design. 
This story of the king, who was sub- 
sequently to lose his head on the guil- 
lotine, Is discredited in many quar- 
ters,

"Memoirs" of Samson, one of the great 
hangmen. 


Crowds In First. 


To the first guillotining, which took 


place in 1792 on the Place de Greve, 
the people ol Paris thronged In 
crowds. At the swift end of Nicholas 
Pelletler, a footpad who had robbed 
and stabbed to death a traveler, they 
clapped their hands with satisfaction. 
After that the guillotine was kept 
busy. 
From August, 1792, to July, 


1794, 
2,632 persons were beheaded, in- 


cluding 334 women. 


In recent years the amount of guil- 


lotining has largely depended on the 
personal views of the President of the 
moment. 
Thirty years ago President 


Carnot executed everybody who had 
been sentenced to death. Then Presi- 
dent Fallieres went to the other ex- 
treme, being opposed to guillotining 
anybody. This led to an outcry, in 
consequence of which criminals guilty 
of particularly brutal murders escaped 
the penalty. From 19K the death ma- 
chine has worked with regularity. 


But there has always been a latent 


hostility nnd the Landru case has 
brought it to the surface. In addition 
to the cry for abolition of capital pun- 
ishment there is a demand for certi- 
tude that a man is guilty heforp being 
beheaded, and In Lnndru's case cer- 
titude was not established. 


NEW YORK CROP PROSPECTS 


Outlook Only Fair tor Farmers In New 


York State, Says Government Sta- 


tistician. 


Farmers In New York state still feel 


pinched because farm products are 
selling at low prices compared with 
the retail prices of the things which 
farmers buy, eays John B. Shepard, 
agricultural statistician. Corn belt far- 
mers have been much encouraged by 
the increase in the price of grains 
and meat animals which have taken 
place since the 1st of February, but in 
this state the unsettled milk situation 
is a disturbing factor. 
In the best 


agricultural sections of the state, par- 
tlcularjy those regions devoted to fruit 
or general farming, farmers are going 
ahead with full production. They are 
cutting expenses in some directions, 
but they are preparing to grow an in- 
creased acreage of corn, beans, cab- 
bage, potatoes, etc., and in some lo- 
calities an unusual number of fruit 
trees is being set. 


In the rougher sections which are 


devoted largely to dairying the gen- 
eral feeling is far from optimistic. 
The hay crop last year was very light 
and, as pastures are furnishing much 
less feed than usual for this season of 
the year, many farmers are short of 
hay, 
and the quantity of hay on the 


farms on May 1st, being the lowest 
since the spring of 1912. Farmers 
are also compelled to economize on 
purchased feed for it is now high in 
price in proportion to the wholesale 
price of milk. The result is that cat- 
tle average in poorer condition than 
they have for many years. Much grass 
and clover seeded last epring was lost 
in the drouth of last summer and hay 
prospects for this season were furth- 
er reduced by the lack of snow dur- 
ing the winter which exposed the mea- 
dows to frequent freezing and thaw- 
in. 


Meadows started fairly well this 


spring but the severe frosts begin- 
ning about April 20th checked growth 
killed tender leaves and also killed 
some clover seeded this spring, so 
that on May 1st the average condition 
of hay lands in this state was lower 
than on"any May 1st since 191". "With 
plenty of rain a good crop of hay can 
still be made but every inch of defi- 
ciency in rainfall during the next few 
weeks will reduce the value of the hay ! 
crop of the 
state about $7,000,000. '

Although it has long been 
the custom of many southern states 
to observe a memorial holiday of their 
own on April 28, the tendency to a. 
uniform observance has been appar- 
ent since the 'World war. The lesion, 
composed of both the North and the 
South, officially adopted May 30 as 
its Memorial Day and posts of the 
World war men on both sides of the 
Mason-Dlxon line have, for the last 
three years, simultaneously honored 
the dead of the Civil, Spanish-Amer- 
ican and World wars.

As there are two thousand 
pheasants and about the same, num- 
ber of wild duck eggs in the process 
of Incubation on this estate at the 
present time it is very probable that 
these hawks -were scouts sent out 
from headquarters to report when 
the hatches might be«-complete. 


These eggs are hatched by hens 


placed in individual coops located out 
in the 
open fields. The duck 
and 


pheasant eggs are all produced on 
tr^e estate where the old birds are 
confined in pens out in the open fields.
